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Continuation of 7. Note:Claims 2-4 are cancelled; claims 1 and 5-1 1 have been amended to correct the informalities. The amendments do 
not change the claimed scope. Claims 1 and 5-1 1 are rejected for the same reason as recited in the previous office action marked 
9/15/2008. 



Continuation of 11. Claims 1 and 5-11 are rejected for the same reason as stated in the previous office action marked 9/15/2008. The 
Applicants argue the combination of Guillot et al (US 62281 37) and Funk et al (US 3807986) does not teach introducing preforms having a 
density adjusted by pressure and a type and quantity of an added iron carrier. In response, the Examiner disagrees with the Applicants' 
argument because Funk et al clearly teach the briquette formulations are 80-92 percent metallic iron (Abstract ) for desired bulk density of 
the briquette (Table 1-4 and Col. 5, line 3 to Col. 8, line 7). Funk et al further teaches: forming rollers are applied to produce the pressed 
briquttes (Col. 9, lines 27-47). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
adjust the density of by pressure and a type and quantity of an added iron carrier as taught by Funk et al in order to obtain briquettes with 
desired size, shape and density (Col. 9, lines 27-47).
